ALL READY TO FIGHT. 


CITIZENS OF HONOLULU ON THE 
ALERT FOR A OALL TO ARMS, 


Minister Willis’ Reply to President Dole 
Causes Apprehension, and on the Ar- 
rival of the Corwin an Ultimatum Is 
Prepare\—Restoration Will Be Resisted 
with an Armed Force—Fortification of 
Government House—Resolutions Cen- 
suring and Praising the Government. 


Honour, Dec. 14. via San Francisco, 
Dec. 21, per steamer Mariposa.—The days 
since the publication of Minister Willis’ reply 
to President Dole’s request for an explana- 
tion of Secretary Gresham’s letter have been 
full of apprehension. The Minister’s obvious 
avoidance of any expression tending towards 
a disavowal of the extreme hostile intentions 
commonly attributed to him gives to the gov- 
ernment an unfavorable impression and en- 
hances the hopes of the royalists. This im- 
pression is confirmed by the statement of the 
reply that the President will make known his 
purposes as soon as he is informed of matters 
recently submitted to him. This language 
seems to be that of one clothed with authority 
over his government and expecting to exer- 
cise it in some arbitrary and forcible manner. 
Such is the impression conveyed to men of all 
political parties. 

All this disquietude is intensified by the ar. 
rival of the United States cutter Corwin this 
morning bringing dispatches to Minister 
Willis, the contents of which have not yet 
been disclosed. The only information re- 
ceived by the public is that contained in the 
President’s message. His language therein 
on the Hawaiian question is construed by 
many to imply that he postponed further ac- 
tion by Minister Willis to await such action 
as Congress may take. Another construction 
is that Mr. Willis is to proceed with his ef- 
forts for the restoration of the Queen. 
Cabinet Meets and Frames an Ultimatum. 


The Corwin’s arrival created intense alarm. 
The Cabinet met nearly as soon as the Cap- 
tain landed with his dispatches. After the 
President’s message was read less apprehen- 
sion was felt by most of the members of the 
Cabinet. A general query is, Why are these 
dispatches so hastened down here if the Cor- 
win’s errand is merely a friendly one? To 
the time of the Mariposa’s sailing nothing 
was heard from Minister Willis. The citizens 
will remain on the alert for a call to make re- 
sistance, The theory of the provisional gov- 
ernment, so. far as they adopt any, is that 
the administration intends Willis to do all he 
can to restore the Queen without using actual 
force, but that for the use of force Congress 
will be asked, 

In executive session at 2 p. m. today Presi- 
dent Dole stated that Minister Willis had per- 
sistently declined to impart to the provisional 
government any knowledge whatever of his 
instructions, and that their ignorance con- 
tinued to be complete as far as any knowledge 
derived from him was concerned. 

The government has framed an ultimatum 
in which it declines to negotiate for the res- 
toration of the crown and declares that it will 
resist with military force any and every at- 
tempt to overthrow the provisional govern- 
ment. This ultimatum was held ready to be 
sent to Minister Willis should he enter upon 
the fulfillment of his instructions. 

Japan May Take Up the Queen. 

Au added source of anxiety has been an ap- 
prehensian of interference from Japan, which~ 
pH royalists dre likely to invite if they are 

inted in President Cleveland. Many 
0 nGés besides the return of the 
‘“‘Naniwa’”’ have conspired to disturb the 
minds of Ministers on this point, although 
Mr. Fujii, the Japanese representative, openly 
disclaims such intentions on the part of 
Japan. 

Chief J ustice Judd makes public a denial 
of the @x-Queen’s published statement to 
Commissioner Blount that he expressed as- 
sent to her observation that the present 
Constitution is full of defects.“ By a sail- 
ing vessel Washington news to Nov. 26 was 
received with Liliuokalani’s statement to Com- 
missioner Blount. Americans laid hold of 
this document and tore it to pieces with relish, 
treating itas a complete disclosure of her 
own case and of her own Cabinet. The roy- 
alist papers have treated it gingerly. 

The condition of alarm and anxiety pre- 
vailing a fortnight ago is in great part 
quieted by the firm aititude of the govern- 
ment and the citizens and by the strong 
American expressions of sympathy with this 
government. 

Removing Disloyal Officials. 

The new and stringent policy of the govern- 
ment in weeding out royalist, and disloyal 
employés will be made to affect natives and 
half whites as little as can be avoided. The 
government has hitherto been tender towards 
the natives and half whites for the sake of 
mitigating jealousy, which largely led to the 
revolution. Officials hitherto removed by 
them have been mostly whites. Four of the 
five persons removed last week for disloyalty 
were half whites. In the Executive Building, 
which is fortified, the policy of removals will 
be stringently carried out. 

The American League,” a secret society 
whose object is the organization for resist- 
ance in arms to the restoration of the mon- 
archy, is a society of a fairly high character 
and includes in its membershipsseveral of the 
best men of Honolulu. The bulk of its mem- 
bers is from the hardier class of American 
workingmen. 

Most of the well known white royalists con- 
tinue to express confidence in the restoration 
of the Queen by the United States forces. A 
few are cursing Minister Willis for his delay 
in carrying out the President's policy. 
President Dole is again resting from work. 
He was out yachting today for several hours. 
Since the arrival of. Minister Willis the strain 
of anxiety has been more severe upon the 
President than at any previous time. The 
strained relations with the United States Min- 
ister, the provisions for resistance to the ex- 
pected hostile demands, and the overwhelm- 
ing responsibility in all directions have 
pressed hard upon him.

PASSENGERS TELL OF PREPARATIONS. 


The Provisional Government Is Well 
Armed—Marines May Refuse to Land. 

Saw Francisco, Cal., Dec. 21.—The arrival 
of the United States cutter Corwin on the 
morning of Dec. 14 at Honolulu, according 


Mariposa, which arrived today trom Sydney 
via Honolulu, occasioned considerable excite. 
ment. Rumors as to the purport of its mis- 
sion were freely circulated, and there was 
much speculation as to the instructions 
to Minister Willis. The supporters of 
the Queen confidently contended that 
President Cleveland had finally decided upon 
an aggressive move which would result in the 
immediate restoration of the monarchy. Ad- 
herents of the provisional government, on the 
other hand, were equally confident of their 
ability to maintain their ascendency, and 
patiently for definite information. All 
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controversy when they sailed from San Fran- 
cisco. ‘The excitement increased as soon as 
it became known that the Mariposa would be 
detained pending the completion of advices 
for Washingion. 7 

It was detained five hours until a bulky cor- 
respondent for President Cleveland had been 
sent aboard, 

The Government's Armament Strong. 

Nicholas Wolf of Chicago, in an interview 
with the United Press representative, said he 
had visited the provisional government's de- 
fenses, and he characterized them as effective 
for either offensive or defensive tactics. ‘The 
barricading of government buildings is being 
continued with uninterrupted activity. 
One hundred and fifty picked pro- 
visional troops sleep on their arms, 
and arrangements have been 80 per- 
fectly made and such thorough discipline is 
enforced that on the slightest menacing atti- 
tude of the royalists or their sympathizers 
fully 1,500 men, thoroughly equipped, could 
be called into the field in ten minutes. Around 
the palace two heavy Krupp guns, purchased 
by the late King Kalakaua, and two Gatling 
guns have been stationed, in addition to 
smaller pieces. When the Mariposa sailed a 
detachment of provisional soldiers were dig- 
ging rifle-pits. 

The principal parts of Liliuokalani’s regalia 
have been stripped and relegated to the gov- 
ernment museum. Al! the monarchical deco- 
rations of the throne-room and also the deco- 
rations in and about the palace, including the 
throne itself, have been dismantled. In fact, 
everything pointing to the insignia of royalty 
has been taken down. The feeling of the 
adherents of the provisional government is one 
of positive determination, so much so as to 
be generally accepted as a conclusive sign 
that monarchy in Hawaii is a thing of the 
past. 

Does Not Believe Force Will Be Used. 

E, A. Williams of this city, who has been 
on a visit to the islands, said there was great 
though unostentatious excitement at Hono- 
lulu on the arrival of the Corwin. In view of 
the many conflicting rumors of the general 
feelings of uncertainty as to how far Presi- 
dent Cleveland would carry out his policy of 
restoring the Queen, the excitement among 
both parties was intense. The provisional 
government,“ he said, is sanguine of its 
ability to resist the Queen’s forcible restora- 
tion, and is fully determined to meet force 
with force. It is generally understood by all 
parties that the Corwin’s mission was 
the bringing of special instruc- 
tions to Minister Willis. The nature 
of these instructions was unofficially known 
during the afternoon of the day it arrived, 
their purport being understood to mean that 
it was impossible to resort to force in an at- 
tempt to replace the Queen upon the thrgne. 
The provisional government and its support- 
ers were not at all surprised at this turn of 
affairs, as they all along contended that the 
employment of force was altogether out of 
the question unless sanctioned -by Congress. 
The present situation was accepted as a mat- 
ter of fact. 

The possibility of the landing of the ma- 
rines from the United States ships had never 
had any disturbing influence upon the provia- 
ional government. There were some rumors 
of disaffection among the marines, and in fact 
it was suggested that in the event of matters 
reaching a crisis this disaffection might be 
found to amount to insubordination. From 
the nature of the rumors it would be exceed- 
ingly difficult to run them to the ground.“ 

In conclusion Mr. Williams said that to 
any one having an interest on the island the

MAKES BUT A MILD DEFENSE, 


Foreign Affairs Committee Reports a Sub- 
stitute for Criticisms of Administration. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 21,—[Special. ]— 

The aggressive due of the ad ministration's 
monarchical policy by its friends in the House 
has been postponed. Tuesday Secretary 
Gresham sent for the Democratic members of 
the Foreign Affairs committee, some of 
whom also saw the President. It 
was arranged then that they should go 
right in and pass a resolution of 
confidence, so to speak, in the administration 
for what it had failed todo. They were go- 
ing to pass it before the holidays, so that the 
country would not be kept waiting to know 
that the President and the Secretary of State 
have some indorsers in the House of their 
political friends, The plan was to censure 
ex-Minister Stevens and to abuse him, and as 
far as possible to cover up the effort of the 
administration to assassinate the provisional 
government, 

Today it was decided that they had better 
wait awhile. The Foreign Affairs committee 
met, and Chairman McCreary got leave to re- 
porta substitute for the, Hitt and Boutelle 
resolutions. ‘These reports are privileged, 
andas the House had several hours ahead 
with nothing to do it was supposed Champion 
McCreary would call up the matter at once 
and proceed to vindicate the administration. 
Instead he filed the resolution in a way to de- 
stroy its privileged character and to prevent 
any consideration today. By his actions it 
simply went on the calendar along 
with hundreds of other resolutions and 
bills. This did not look like an ag- 
gressive defense, but the Republicans 
thought that Cleveland and Gresham ought 
to have something said in apology by their 
supporters, so ex-Speaker Reed and others 
called attention to the queer tactics of the 
Chairman of the Foreign Affairs committee, 
and there was some caustic comment made 
on it. 

Speaker’s Crisp’s ruling prevented the im- 

mediate consideration of the subject, but he 

was not allowed to make that ruling until the 
policy of avoidance adopted on behalf of the 
administration was thoroughly exposed. Mr. 

Boutelle also added to the interest of the oc- 

casion by a series of resolutions as to the au- 

thority under which Paramount Blount was 
placed in command of the naval forces, 

Will Debate the Matter Early. 


„Knowing by former experiences that after 
the holidays there would not inall probability 
be a quorum of Representatives present Jan. 
3.“ said Chairman McCreary of the Foreign 
Affairs committee, an agreement was 
reached between the Speaker and myself that 
within ten days from the reassembling of 
Congress the Hawaiian matters before my 
committee would be called up. Probably a 
couple of days will be needed for debate, and 
I was convinced of the necessity for a quorum 
to participate in the deliberations. Because 
the tariff bill is given the right of way it does

PUMPING STATION AT SIXTY-EIGHTH 
STREET MADE USELESS.

Land in the Vicinity of the Break in the 
Big Pipe Is 
Entire District South of Thirty-ninth 
Street Is Cut Off—Great Fears for Pos- 
sibility of Fire- Chemical Engines Sent 
in Numbers Into the Hyde Park Dis- 
trict. 


The big thirty-eight-inch main, through 
which the Sixty-eighth street pumping station 
sends the water which supplies all Chicago 
south of Thirty-ninth street, broke at 8 
o’clock last night and for several hours that 
part of the city was without water. The break 


shore and in twenty-five minutes the surround- 
ing country was like an Arkansas swamp— 
without the trees. Some of the men in charge 
of the engines noticed something un- 
usual and notified Supt. Reynolds, who started 
out to investigate. Although dark he had no 
trouble in locating the place of the accident. 
A perfect geyser, anywhere from ten to thirty 
feet high, was in active operation, and the sur- 
rounding ground was soon nothing but a rec- 
ollection. In fifteen minutes, before the en- 
gines could be stopped, a hole fifty. feet square 
and six feet deep had been made by the escaping 
water. The workmen at the station could do 
little except to begin digging ditches to drain 
the excavation. 

General Superintendent Hawkins was noti- 


the men who live in the neighborhood. They 
were dispatched over the Townsof Hyde Park 
and Lake to shut off water gates. His object 
was to empty the pipes in order that the break 
might be repaired at once. Word was also 
sent to the Englewood fire-alarm office, and 
provisions were made for the protection of 
property in case of fire. 

The part of the city most affected was the 
old Hyde Park territory lying south of Thir- 
ty-ninth street and east of State. The north- 
ern section of this territory was supplied for 
a time from the Fourteenth street mains, but 
this provision could not be made for South 
Chicago, Pullman, Kensington, and Grand 
Crossing. The Town of Lake was only slight- 
ly affected. 


Town of Lake Cared For. 


To supply the western part of the Town of 
Lake and the northern pert of Hyde Park was 
an easy matter. This was done through the 
mains of the Fourteenth Street Station, al- 
though the pressure was low. At the Sixty- 
eighth Street Station the usual steam 
pressure is from forty-eight to fifty 
pounds. Last night, after the break 
it was reduced to ten pounds, water being 
forced through an old main. In the houses, 
stores, and hotels within two dozen blocks of 
the break the supply was scanty and as mud- 
dy as it was scanty. 

The City Engineering Department took im- 
mediate precautions to guard against fire 


by connecting the Town of Lake 
mains with those of the Fourteenth 
Street Pumping Station. But for this 


that portion of the city south of Thirty-ninth 
street, including South Chicago, Pullman, 
and Kensington, would have been entirely 
without water and the only hope of the de- 
partment in case of fire would have been in 
the chemicals. Fire Marshal Green, who is 
in charge of that distr was notified when 
the Sixty-eighth street water-works were closed 
down. He took immediate action in arrang- 
ing the department for fires under the cir- 
cumstances, and the chemieal engines in that 
district were rearranged and distributed over 
the territory according to the danger from 
fire, 
Chemical Engines Brought In. 


The chemical engines in the sparsely-settled 
districts further south were brought into Hyde 
Park and Englewood, so as to be close by 
where big fires were possible, Chemical en- 
gines were also sent to South Chicago, Pull- 
man, and Kensington, Two 36-inch mains 
connect the Fourteenth Street Pumping Sta- 
tion with the Town of Lake. When the Hyde 
Park works are in use the valves in these 
mains are closed and they are only used in 
case of emergency. Last night, as soon as 
the water ceased to come through the Hyde 
Park pumping station, a supply was turned 
on through the two mains connecting the city 
works. The Town of Lake and Englewood 
soon had a pressure sufficient under ordiniry 
circumstances. In those districts at mid- 
night there was a pressure of twenty pounds, 
only ten pounds less than that supplied by 
the Hyde Park works. In Hyde Park, how- 
ever, the pressure was light and further south 
there was almost no pressure at all. 

As far as the supply of water is concerned 
which was furnished by the Fourteenth Street 
Pumping Station, fire engines and hose would 
have been worthless in Grand Crossing, South 
Chicago, Pullman, and Kensington last night. 
In Hyde Park at 10 o’clock there was a five- 
pound pressure. This would have been used 
in case of fires on the first or second floors of 
a building, but in case of a blaze in a higher 
story only the chemicals would have been 
available. As soon as the Town of Lake and 
Englewood received a sufficient supply of 
water the chemical engines in that district 
were sent further east, where the pressure was 
not so great. 

Working on the Repair. 


Opinions differed last night as to the cause 
of the accident. Supt. Reynolds thought the 
pipe was broken. “It looks to me as if it isa 
similar one to the one that occurred some time 
ago on Harrison street,” he said. Of course 
we can’t tell definitely until tomorrow.” 
„How long will be required to make the 
necessary repairs?” 

„That will depend on circumstances. We 
may be able to have the break repaired by to- 
morrow noon. And then, again, it may take 
until evening.“

TRAPPED IN A | BURNING COAL MINE, 


Two Hundred Miners Have a Narrow - 
cape at Minonk, III. 3 
Peoria, III., Dec. 21.—[Special.]—The coal- 
mining Town of Minonk, a small place in 
Woodford County, was this afternoon the 
scene of a fire disaster. The mines are owned 
by the Miner T. Ames estate of Chicago. Among 
the largest of the shafts is that of the Chicago 
and Minonk Coal Mining company, situated 
a mile from the main portion of the town, 
Three hundred men are employed and the 
shaft is 520 feet deep. This afterpoon at 
4:30, while the men were all at work, George 
Erbland attempted to light his torch. He was 
standing close to a large can of kerosene 
and as he applied the match there 
was a terrific explosion, sending 
the inflammable fluid in all direction. Er- 
bland’s clothes ignited and he was horribly 
burned. The timbers used as supports in the 
shaft quickly caught fire, as did a number of 
cars standingon the track, and almost in- 
stantly the mine was a fiery furnace. ‘The 
shaft quickly filled with smoke and the 300 
miners sought to make their escape. These 
were nearest the main shaft accomplished this 
with comparative ease, but 200 others were 
not so fortulate. They were imprisoned, and 
for two hours or more it seemed as if they 
would surely perish. News of the fire spread 
throughout the place, and in less than thirty 
minutes the shaft was surrounded with men, 
women, and children. The families of the men 
and it was with difficulty that many of them 
could be restrained. All the available fire 
apparatus of the town was brought into 
requisition, but it was insufficient to reach the 
flames. The Illinois Central rushed an 
engine to Eureka, a few miles distant, and 
‘borrowed hose enough. The smoke was 
belching from the sheft in perfect clouds. 
Two men started down with line hose, but be- 
fore going very far they were overcome by 
the smoke and had to be pulled back. The 
effort was renewed time after time, but with 


no better success. All this time the 
fire was spreading, and it is now 
burning more furiously than at 


any time and there is no telling where it will 
end. Effort was being made to get to the im- 
prisoned miners, but there was nothing that 
After dark they be- 
gun coming ott the escape shaft. They had 
succeeded in working their way through 


so overcome that they could scarcely stand. 
The fire continues to spread and will likely 
have to burn itself out. Tle loss will be 
heavy and the fire is a sad disaster to the 
town as these miners, whoare in a rather 
poor condition, are thrown out of work ata 
time when there is liable to be a great deal of

DOORS OF THE ST. NICHOLAS BANK 


AT NEW YORK OLOSED. 


Supt, Preston After Consultation with the 


Executive Committee of the Clearing- 
House, of Which the Suspended Bank 
Was a Member, Takes Action- Demo- 
crats at Cooper Union Roundly De- 
nounce Tammany and Organize to Se- 
cure Suppression of Croker’s “ Heelers.” 
New Yorx, Dec. 21.—[Special.]—The 


doors of the St. Nicholas Bank were closed 
this morning by C. M. Preston, Superintend- 
ent of the State Banking Department. The 


bank is a State, institution, and has its offices 
in the Mill’s Building. Although rumors 


affecting the solvency of this bank have been 


in the air for months, yet the stoppage 
of the bank was a complete sur- 
prise to everybody down-town, with 
the exception of two or three members 
of the Clearing-house committee. Even the 
officers of the bank had no knowledge of what 
was going to happen today, and the President 
of the bank, Arthur B. Graves, and the cash- 
ier, William J. Gardner, were the most sur- 
prised men in Wall street when they came 
down-town at 10 o'clock this morning and 
found the following notice on the closed doors: 
This bank is closed pending examination. 
CHARLES M. Preston, Supt. 

President Graves struggled through the 
crowd of people at the door and was soon seen 
inside in earnest consultation with Supt. Pres- 
ton, Bank Examiner Judson, and the Vice- 
President of the bank. Frederick D. Tappen, 
Chairman of the Clearing-house committee, 
arrived soon afterwards, and all of them had 
a consultation. At its conclusion Mr. Preston 
said that he had closed the bank becaase an 
examination of its affairs disclosed the fact 
that its capital was impaired—how much he 
did not care to say, as the amount at present 
was only approximately known. The exam- 
ination, which was still in progress, was 
begun two weeks ago. President Graves was 
indignant and said it was the most high. 
handed, outrageous act he had ever known of. 

No Warning Given the Directors. 

Mr. Graves admitted that on the esti- 
mate of the bank’s assets made by the 
Superintendent the capital was impaired. 
When asked how much Mr. Graves replied 
that the impairment was about $50.000— 
certainly less than $100,000. He complained 
that the bank had not been afforded an op- 
portunity to make good the impairment, 
which, he said, could easily have been done, 
adding that Mr. Preston’s action in closing 
the bank was taken without the slightest 
warning or intimation to its officers. 

Mr. Tappen said the clearing-house had 
nothing to do with the closing of the bank, 
although it was a member of that associa- 
tion. The State superintendent had examined 
the bank and found that, besides the loss of a 
surplus of $105,000, its capital was impaired 
$180,000, The superintendent having as- 
certained that fact called on members of the 
Clearing-house committee and asked their 
advice, submitting a statement to them of the 
bank’s condition, loans, etc. Mr. Tappen, 
Chairman of the committee, and William A, 
Nash, President of the Corn Exchange Bank, 
told Mr. Preston that if on examination they 
found sucha state of th existing in any 
national bank or any bank a member of the 
Clearing-House Association, they should rec- 
ommend that the bank suspend. 

The exchanges of the St. Nicholas Bank 
were not cleaved this morning. By order 
the committee all the checks it presented this 
morning were returned to it and the checks 
on the St. Nicholas Bank presented by other 
banks were returned to — banks, which 
will in turn send them back to their 
customers who deposited them. The checks 
presented by the St. Nicholas Bank aggre- 
gated $400,000, The amount of the checks 
turned in (but returned) on the St. Nicholas 
Bank could not of course be ascertained, but 
at the St. Nicholas Bank it was said that the 
bunk expected to be a creditor at the clearing. 
house today. The $400,000 of checks it pre- 
seuted will be held by the State Banking De- 
partment as 2 trust fund, and will not 
be counted in as part of the assets of the 
failed bank. 

No Suggestion of Wrong-doing. 

Mr, Tappen said in reply to questions that 
there was not the slightest suggestion of 
wrong-doing on the part of the management 
of the bank; its administration had been per- 
fectly honest, but bad judgment had been 
shown in making loans. The loss of 
capital was due to a series of bad 
loans. The assets, however, will be 
sufficient to pay all the deposit- 
ors in full. The directors of the St. Nicholas 
Bunk are: Arthur B. Graves, William J. 
Gardner, Henry F. Hitch, Joseph H. Parsons, 
William H. Akin, George Sheldon, L. 
O. Lathrop, and John Barrett. John 
Straiton was a director until his death 
recently, Cashier Gardner said today 
that he supposed the bank was solvent, and 
he denied that there had been any {mpair- 
ment of capital so far as he knew. Its state- 
ment to the clearing-house last Saturday 
showed that its average cash reserve during 
the week was 25.8 per cent. Its average de- 

its for the - week were stated to be 
52.011.200; loans, $1,755,300, and it held 
$48,900 in specie and $471,400 in legal 
tenders. The St. Nicholas Bank sustained a 
heavy loss through the failure of Grovesteen 
& Pell years ago, and after that was mixed up 
with the Sixth National Bank frauds, when 
Classen and Pell and others secured control 
of and nearly succeeded in ruining that bank 
through a series of fasely certified checks, In 
spite of the St. Nicholas Bank’s previous ex- 
perience with Pell the management allowed 
him to keep a personal account there and to 
kite certitied checks to the amount of millions 
of dollarsa month on an average credit bal- 
ance of $30. At this time the bank had of- 
fices in the Equitable Building. After- 
wards, however, it changed to the 
Mills Building on Broad street, and 
attempted to extend its business among 
brokers, It was apparently succeeding when 
the failure of the Madison Square Bank, for 
which it acted as redeeming agent at the 
clearing-house, took place last summer. 
While the St. Nicholas Bank’s connection with 
the Madison Square Bank was not the imme- 
diate cause of the suspension of the latter to- 
day, it of course heiped to pull it down.

DELACEY PUSHING EIS SUIT, 


He Wants $100,000 on an Alleged Alley 
„L.“ Deal in Chicago. 

New Yor, Dec. 21.—The suit brought by 

Peter Delacey against Alfred T. Walcott in 


the Superior Court before Judge Dugro was 


resumed today, The Chicago and South Side 
Rapid Transit company is also de- 
fendants to the action, which is 
for $100,000. Delacey alleges that 
Walcott organized the railroad and secured 
a charter for it. Walcott was asked if he had 
bribed or attempted to bribe the Chicago 
Alderman, Julian T. Davies,“ but the ques- 
tion was ruled out. It is alleged Walcott 
formed a syndicate to build an elevated 
railroad in Chicago 
charter from the Council, The parties 
got together $100,000. It was difficult to 
obtain the franchise, but the scheme went 
through, and general digsatisfaction was the 
result, A commission was appointed to take 
testimony in this suit, and Walcott. said he 
; $100,000 in getting the 
ordinance, and the money was expended for 
legal and other purposes. The charter con- 
tained a provision that the syndicate must 
deposit $100,000 in the City Treasurer's 
hands, where it should remain until at least a 
mile of the road had been completed, This 
the syndicate was not prepared to do, claiming 
it had spent the $100,000 as before 
stated. The meney had tobe obtained by 
July 10 or the charter would be forfeited. 
The syndicate succeeded in raising $90,000, 
but how to procure the remaining $10,000 
seemed problematical, but ultimately it was 
procured through Peter Delacy upon Wal- 
cott’s promise to give $10,000 or $9,500 
and 1 per cent of one-third of the 
profits accruing from the promotica of the en- 
terprise. The one-third amounted to nearly 
$100,000, which, itis alleged, helped the 
concern to make millions of dollars. For 
this percentage Delacy is now suing. Wal- 
cott denies absolutely that he entered intoany 
such agreement, and in his behalf the 
South Side Rapid Transit company makes 
affidavits through its directors to the effect 
that Walcott had no authority to make any 
such contract in the company’s behalf as.are 
imputed to him. In rebuttal Delacy claims 
at no time were the officers more than mere 
dummies; that Weleott owned most of the 
stock and was practically the power behind 
the throne. 

Revenue Frauds in Tobacco Refunds, 

Collector Kilbreth said today that the Wash- 
ington dispatches alleging the discovery by a 
special Treasury agent of frauds in the re- 
funds on tobacco importations amounting to 

1,000,000 were purely visionary. The re- 


unds, the Collector showed, had amounted 


since 1888 to $7.178. Extensive frauds, if 
any, in the importation of tobacco could 
only be practiced, he said, by the undergrad. 
ing of the leaf—the bringing in of wrappers in- 
voiced as fillers—the duty on the former cane 
$2 and on the latter 35 cents a pound, an 
the grades at times being hard to determine. 
The Collector has ordered the seizure of for- 
ty-seven, bales of tobacec for under-classifica- 
tion during the last week alone, and it is 
known that he is vrosecuting a vigorous 
search for other cases of the same kind. 
Tammany Asks Congress to Act,

The bond is 850.000. Mr. Stokes has full 
authority to continue the business pending 
the disposition of the suit.

THE RECEIVERSHIP STORY. 


Chairman George C. Magoun's Death Leads 
to a Flurry on the Stock Exchange and 
to the Starting of Rumors That Meet 
Flat DenialeImportant Meeting of Di- 
rectors in Boston Saturday~Trunk 
Lines Agree to Restore East-Bound 
Freight Rates Jan. 1—Erie’s Fresh Cut. 

New York, Dec. 21.—[Special.]—The death 
of Chairman George C. Magoun of the Board 
of Directors of the Santa Fé was the imme- 
diate cause that brought out again all the 
ugly rumors in regard to the receivership to- 
day. The significance of this event of course 
was that the compeny had lost its main ffnan- 
cial support and that in these treacherous 
times it might meet with difficulty in adjust- 
ing its floating debt and possibly its heavy 


January fixed charges, 


While the bears were getting in their work 
an the stock exchange it was said the receiv- 
ership papers already had been drawn up the 
day. Mr. Magoun died, and that attorneys 
for the company had left today for 
Topeka, Kas., to file the application, Presi- 
dent Reinhardt was invisible to inquirers, and 
hence it was argued thestories might be true. 
It was learned tonight from official sources 
the company so far has not contemplated a 
receivership. No papers have been drawn up 
and no lawyers are on their way to Topeka. 
The board of directors has had no meeting to 
act upon the matter, and hence the only con- 
clusion so far is that the rumors 
are made out of whole cloth. A di- 
rector of the company said this evening 
that he saw no reason why the company 
should not adjust its various loans, since the 
floating debt is not large andit passed through 
the panic safely margined down to a low 


-basis, and, if need be, the company has ample 


assets in its treasury which could also be put 


up. 
Directors to Meet Saturday. 


This whole matter will be discussed at 
length by the directors in Boston Satur- 
day. Meanwhile the directors will have cor- 
respondence with the foreign bankers in ref- 
erence to the adjustment of the largest 
loan which it is certain can be han- 
dled without any difficulty. This di- 
rector reiterated that there will not 
be any sudden receivership as far 
as the company is concerned. Should such a 
t ung occur it would be brought about by 
some hostile interests that are creditors of 

company, but without any just grounds, 
because all of the outstanding loans are am- 
bly protected by coliateral. 

ne of the unpleasant incidents that af- 
fected the stock market prices today was the 
publication—not, to be sure. in the most re- 
2 quarter —of the flat statement that 

e Atchison system was about to passinto a re- 
ceiver’s hands. This caused some uneasiness. 
Nothing more need be said than that the 
possibility of a receivership has been distinct- 
ly and unqualifiedly denied both by President 
Reinhart and by the late Mr. Magoun. The 
word of both was as good as their bond. 
The death of Mr. Magoun could hardly force 
insolvency which was not already imminent. 

The rumors on the stock exchange put the 
common stock down to 17, the general 
mortgage fours to 65%, and the Class A 
bonds to 334g. The stock on transactions of 
over 30,000 shares closed 24 points lower 
than the day before, the general mortgage 
fours are off about 3 points, and the Class A 
bonds nearly 21. 

Physically speaking the property was never 
in so good a condition. Although Mr. Rein- 
hardt has been President only since last 
March, the economies that he has instituted 
have begun to tell appreciably in the net 
earnings. 

One of the partners of Baring, Magoun & 
Co. said: The death of Mr. Magoun will 
in no way affect the business of Baring, 
Magoun & Co. His estate cannot be with- 
drawn from the firm for at least a year unless 
the remainimg partners choose to pay it off 
prior to that date.“ 


Officials at Topeka Confident, 


Topeka, Kan., Dec. 21.—The death of 
George C. Magoun, Chairman of the Board of 
Directors of the Santa Fé, was a surprise to 
the officials of the road in this city. As Chair- 
man of the board Mr. Magoun was at the head 
of the financial work of the company. 
The machinery of the new  orguniza- 
tion is perfect and it will not be a difficult 
matter to fill Mr. Magoun’s place with a man 
amply qualified to carry out his plans, Mr. 
Magoun was the representative of the bank- 
ing firm of Baring, Magoun & Co., successors 
to Kidder, Peabody & Co., who controlled a 
majority of the stock of the corporation, and 
it is probable that his successor will be 
some member of the firm. None of the 
officials of the 2 at this ende of the 
line believe that Mr. Magoun’s death will in 
any way affect the financial standing of the 
road, as President Reinhart has, since the 
death of Allen Manvel, shared the financial 
responsibilities with him and is so thorouguly 
familiar with them that he will experience no 
difficulty in carrying on the work uninter- 
ruptedly until Mr. Magoun’s successor is 
named. 

[All the officers of the Santa Fé railroad are in 
New York, and consequently but little informa- 
tion can be obtained have as to the effect of Mr. 
Magoun’s death on the affairs of tho company. 
The report that the Atchison will into the 
hands of receivers is believed to untrue. 
President Reinhart, who is an able financier. has 
just returneds from Europe, and says all the 
money needed to pay the interest due Jan. 1 is on 
hand, and hence no reason exists why the roads 
should be thrown into bankruptcy. Gen. Tor- 
rance, who has been an intimate friend of Mr. 
Magoun, says he never knew a more strictly 
honorable man in his life or one who was more 
conscientious in his dealings with others. 
As a financier he had no superior 
and few equals in this or any other country. Mr. 
Magoun, Gen. Torrance said, was not directly 
connected with the elevated terminal road, and 
his death will in no way interfere with or delay 
the construction of that road. Gen. Torrance 
feels confident there is no truth in the report that 
the Santa Fé would go into the hands of receiv- 
ers. If there was any such intention he, no doubt, 
would have been informed of it. All his advices 
are to the effect that the January interest will be 
paid on time and that there is no danger of the 
road going into bankruptcy. }

TO RESTORE EKEAST-BOUND RATES. 


Jan, 1 Named Positively by the Trunk

NEW TRIAL IN ITALIAN DAMAGE SUITS. 


Judge Boerman Considers the Money Al- 
lowed Insufficient. 

New Orteans, La., Dec. 21.—[Special.]— 
Judge Boerman in the United States Circuit 
Court today set aside the verdict in two of 
the Italian damage suits on the grounds that 
the amount granted by the juries was not 
sufficient and comimensurate.

EXPERTS AND “LAYMEN TESTIFY 
AGAINST ASSASSTN PRENDERGAST. 


Dr. Moyer, the Mach Wanted Expert, Is 
Excused from Testifylng- Defense Un- 
able to Pay His FeeeDrs, Spray and 
Biuthardt, Who Examined Prendergast, 
Describe His Mental Condition and De- 
clare Him Sane-Egotlem and Fanati- 
cism His Only Complaints, 


Hopes that the Prendergast case could be 
concluded this week were ended yesterday 
afternoon when it became known that the 
State had ten expert witnesses to place on the 
stand. .The entire afternoon session was re- 
quired to examine two of their experts, Drs. 
Spray and Bluthardt. The latter part of next 
week isa probable date for the ending of the 
case, 5 

Dr. Moyer has been for some days a much- 
wanted man as a witness, and frequently the 
defense has announced that at some hour in 
the neur future he would take the witpess 
stand. There has been talk of getting out an 
attachment for him, but this was not done. 
When court couvened yesterday morning Dr. 
Moyer was present but did not testi- 
fy. After a half hour's consultation 
with Judge Brentano and the counsel for 
each side the doctor walked out of court with 
the air of a man who had won his point, and 
Judge Brentano, addressing the jury, said: 
By agreement between the attorneys in this 
case Dr. Moyer will be excused from testify- 
ing. Mr. Wade of the defense said that the 
doctors refusal to give expert evidence was 
on account of the inability of the defense to 
pay him for such service. Healsosaid that 
Dr. Moyer had been called asa witness by 


the State and that he had made an examina- 


tion of Prendergast: under similar circum- 
stances us that made by Dr. Church and Dr. 
Brower, and that the State did not want him. 
He had been summoned by the defense but 
had demanded pay before taking the stand, 
but the defense was unable to raise the sum 
demanded, said to be $200. 


Laymen on Insanity. 


Corporation Counsel Kraus was again called 
and testitied as to his opinion of the prison- 
er’s sanity, based on what he observed of him 
at the Coroner’s inauest, the day after the 
murder. Mr. Kraus said he observed him 
closely on that occasion and considered the 
prisoner to be fully conscious of the situation 
and able to distinguish between right and 
wrong. There was something of a wrangle 
over admitting the evidence of Mr. Kraus 
when it approached in character that upon 
which the experts are supposed to hold a copy- 
right. It was finally admitted, however, and 
as he left the stand Mr. Kraus remarked: 
„»Our Supreme Courts have held that laymen 


know as much about the mental condition of 


a man as the experts. 

Judge Horton had been sitting beside 
Judge Brentano while Mr. Kraus was on the 
stand, and at the conclusion of that gentle- 
man’s evidence he changed his seat to the 
witness chair and, being sworn, gave his evi- 
dence in regard to the appearance of the 
prisoner before him to plead to an indict- 
ment of murder. I have never had a pris- 
oner brought before me, said Judge Horton, 
„hom I remember as having shown such a 
degree of fear. The witness proceeded to 
tell in detail the occurrences incidental to 
Prendergast’s pleading Not guilty.“ He 
said that when the prisoner was brought into 
court he was pale and his lips were colorless, 
When he reached the place to which he was 
directed in front of the bar he glanced nerv- 
ously at the crowd as if fearful of some per- 
sonal violence. 

From his appearance at that time do you 
consider that he was sane or insane? 

“I think he was sane and had a perfect 
knowledge of what he was doing.“ 

This opinion from Judge Horton was ob- 
jected to by Mr. McGoorty. Before the wit- 
ness-Judge left the stand he attem to 
make an explanation of what hethoughtof the 
prisoner. This led to an argument, after 
which the remarks last made by Judge Hor- 
ton were stricken out. |

Mr. Wade asked in cross-examination: 
„ Did he repeat to you his prayer, received 
from a monk, by which absolution from sin 
could be secured? 

No, sir, he did not.“ 

Never heard him tell it to the reporters, 
either, did you? 

No, sir.“ 

„Well, don't you think it is evidence of 
sanity that he did not fool away any time on 
prayers for you or the reporters ?”’ 

I presume it was.“ 

When court convened after luncheon Mr. 
Todd said he would like to have an attach- 
ment for Amelia Worrish, and when she was 
brought in by a bailiff two hours later the 
audience was not at all surprised. She isa 
pretty German girl who did not understand 
the importance of the notice to appear in 
court and consequently remained at home.

Thess etemente show no unexpected 
changes, One finds that 
since October has been in the direc- 
tion that was supposed. Loans have 
not made material change. They are 
still far below what they have been at 
this period of the year heretofore. Deposits 
as a rule have increased, though the increase 
is not materia’. Still the tendency bas been in 
the direction of the further accumulation of 
idle money. Cash has increased asarule, but 
that is not uniformly the case, some of the banks 
showing rather less cash that they had at the 
date of the last call. Altogether, the indication 
is that the aggregate figures will mark an in- 
crease in deposits, a moderate increase in loans, 
and rather higher reserves than were shown in 
October. When it is remembered that the re- 
serves in October were extraordinarily high, the 
reserve of some of the banks ruhning well above 
50 per cent, and in nearly all cases far above the 
legal limit, it will be seen that the statements 
this time fully illustrate the quietness in gen- 
eral business. 

Opposition to the established management of 
corporations apppears to-be a popular thing this 
winter. Attention was called 133 to the 
fact that the stockholders of the American Straw- 
board company were being called on for proxies 
in opposition to the present management. There 
is a prospect that something of the same kind 
will be undertaken in the case of the New York 
Biscuit compan There has been not a little 
fault finding wit th the results of that company’s 
operations almost from its organization. It has 
met with many misfortunes and the net results 
to stockholders have been extremely disappoint- 
ing and about as far from the promise of the 
prospectus as they well could be. There has 
nothing cry. stallized yet in the way of opposition, 
but there is talk enough to indicate that the 
present directors may have some difficulty in 
securing votes enough to retain their positions. 
They will be able to show some progress this 
year, 3 The company is certainly in a 
much better condition now than it was a year 
ago, and for the last few months its affairs have 
appeared to be moving in the right direction.

SENATOR HOAR’S HAWAIIAN SPEECH. 

Senator Hour has done good service by his 
searching analysis of the authority of Para- 
mount Blount to exercise absolute power in 
Hawali over the heads of the regularly ac- 
credited diplomatic representative and the 
vommander of the fleet, and at the same time 
has presented a strong indictment against the 
Presideiit for appointing Blount without the 
authority of law or the advice and consent of 
the Senate and in defiance of the statutes and 
the Constitution. He has defined tersely the 
limits of the Presidential power in a case of 
this kind: 

(1) He may appoint Ambassadors and other 
public Ministers and Consuls. This power can 


only be exercised by and with the advice and 
consent of the Senate. If there bo a vacancy in 


such an office he may fill it during a recess of the 


Senate by granting a commission which shall ex- 
pire at the end of the next session. (2) He may 
appoint inferior officers, but in all these cases 
the office must have been created and power of 
appointment invested in him by Congress. (3) He 
may, to aid him in the performance and exercise 
of his executive powers, if convenient, appoint a 
mere agent asa Minister or spy or a person to 
gather or convey information. 

But in not one of these cases can a person 
so appointed be an officer of the United 
States, exercise officials’ functions, or “ do 
any act whatever which could have any bind- 
ing force on the United States merely because 
he has done it. And yet Paramount Blount 
was acting as if clothed with absolute official 
authority by the consent of the Senate, usurp- 
ing diplomatic powers and naval command 
and carrying his usurped authority to the ex- 
treme of hauling down the American flag. 
Senator Hoar pointedly indicates the possi- 
bilities that might arise in case the President 
is justified in this extraordinary action: 

If President Cleveland could have done what 
he did March 7, 1898, in the case of Hawaii he 
could have continued the diplomatic agencies so 
established throughout his.entire Presidential 
term. He could have established a like diplo- 
matic agency and authority in every civilized 
country on the face of the globe. What he could 
do in Hawaii he could do in Great Britain. Can 
he at this moment send Mr. Blount to Great 
Britain and order him to get information respect- 
ing the condition of affairs in the British Islands 
and the sentiment of the people toward existing 
authority and, to enable him to fulfill that 
charge, have given him authority in all matters 
touching the relations of this government to the 
existing or other government of Great Britain 
and the protection of our citizens therein, such 
authority to be paramount and vesting in him 
alone full discretion and power to determine 
whether naval forces of this country shall be 
landed there? 

It is to be noted that not one of the Senato- 
rial cuckoos undertook to answer Senator 
Hoar’s strong arraignment of the President 
for the usurpation of power in behalf of a 
rotten, dissolute monarchy. In vixw of the 
situation the Senate could not do otherwise 
as 4 matter of self-respect than to adopt Sen- 
ator Morgan’s resolution toinquire and report 
whether any irregularities have occurred in 
the diplomatic or other intercourse between 
the United States and Hawaii, with power to 
send for persons and papers. Under the ple- 
nary authority conveyed by the resolution it 
should be possible to get all the facts in the 
case—those suppressed as well as those made 
public. Senator Morgan is correct in his 
statement that the press of the country and 
the people charge—whether justly or not is to 
be determined—that they have not been given 
all the facts, and until the whole country 
knows what they are it does not appear 
just how a correct judgment can be 
formed on the situation as it now ex- 
ists in Hawaii.“ One of the facts essential 
to forming this judgment is the suppressed 
dispatch of Minister Willis of Nov. 16. The 
country wants to know what that dispatch 
contained. There is a shrewd suspicion that 
it was damaging to the truth and accuracy of 
Paramount Blount’s report and that it col- 
lapsed the entire Executive plot to seat the 
Queen on the throne. It was this dispatch of 
which Secretary Gresham complained when 
he said to Willis: The brevity and uncer- 
tainty of your telegrams are enibarrassing.” 
Why were they embarrassing? Whom did they 
embarrass? These are the questions the peo- 
ple want answered. They want to know how 
it was that the Willis dispatches compelled 
the administration to back out of its policy of 
infamy. It is high time the Senate should 
demand all the papers in the case and assert 
its prerogatives as against Executive usurpa- 
tion. If it does not, it will find, as Senator 
Hoar says, the authority of the Senate itself 
over a large part of its constitutional domain 
is abandoned and gone.” 


THE NOVEMBER ELECTIONS. 

The following table gives the Republican 
and Democratic vote cast in 1892 and 1893 
in six Northern and one Southern State. Vir 
ginia and Kansas had eléctions in November, 
but in one State the Republicans did not run 
a ticket, and in the other the contest was 
merely for county officers between Republic- 
ans and Populists:

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It will be seen that this block of States, five 
of which have heavy manufacturing interests, 
gave this year six times as heavy a Republic. 
an majority as. they did last year. They could 
not ha ve marked much more emphatically 
their condemnation of Democratic policies 
than they did. 

With the exception of the Republican vote 
in Ohio there was 4 falling off from the vote 
of last year. That was to be expected. The 
vote cast in the year after a Presidential eleo- 
tion is always small. That of 1889 in the seven 
States mentioned was 22 per cent less than in 
1888. This year, owing to the more intense 
interest taken because of the tariff question, 
the vote ia but about 12 per cent less than in 
1892. It will be seen that the loss of the 
Democrats is far the greater. They dropped 
19 per cent in the seven States, and the Re- 
Under 
normal conditions the loss should have been 
about equal. It is evident that a large num 
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them vote for Republican candidates. They 


took the half-way step of notifying their party 
of their discontent by not voting at all. If 
this intimation of their displeasure is not 
heeded they will either refuse to vote next 
year or they will goa step farther and vote 
for Republican Congressmen. 

It is apparent, however, that the heavy Re- 
publican majorities are by no means due ex- 
clusively to the failure of the Democrats to 
vote. A considerable percentage of the men 
who marked their ballots for Cleveland last 
year did so for Republican candidates this 
year, 


they could testify to the fact at that time was 
by electing Repuplican candidates for State 
offices. At the Congressional elections next 
yearand at all other elections they will be 
found where they used to be, on the Repub- 
lican side. 

If the November elections were to be held 
today, after the experience of nearly two 
months more of hard times due to Demo- 
cratic misgovernment, the Republican ma- 
jority would be far in excess of 312,000. 
Many men who did not vote in November be- 
cause they were ashamed to own up that they 
had made a mistake last year, or who had a 
hope that hard times would not last, are 
ready to vote ote Repabtican tickets now. 


KIND or CURRENCY NEEDED. 

Secretary Carlisle, in his annual report, 
calls attention to the fact that there are now 
in circulation nine different kinds of curren- 
ey in the United Sites, and refers to the 
differences between the forms and qualities of 
these various kinds of currency as a prom- 
inent reason why private business is some- 
times obstructed and the Treasury Depart- 
ment is constantly embarrassed in conduct- 
ing the fiscal operations of the government.” 
In connection with this he hints at the desira- 
bility of adopting a simple and comprehen- 
sive system, which as far as possible will re- 
lieve the government from the onerous obli- 
gations now resting upon it and secure for the 
use of the people a currency uniform in value 
and equal in amount. 

The repeal of the tax on State bank note 
circulation, permitting the issue of bank 
notes under the laws of each of many differ- 
ent States, would not help in the first named 
direction, and must be a great disadvantage 
in the second. Admitting that the Federal 


Government refused to accept State bank cur-- 


rency, every person and firm having payments 
to make to the Treasury would be subjected 
to the annoyance and expense of exchanging 
the State bank notes taken in the course of 
business for currency acceptable at the Na- 
tional Treasury. This would be a great and 
vexatious hindrance to the conduct of busi- 
ness among the people far exceeding any that 
the Treasury officials suffer or can suffer from 
having nine different kinds of currency with 
which to deal. But that annoyance would be 
only a very small part of the total 
experienced by the farmers and workers, as 
well as by all who belong*d to the 
classes of merchants and employing manu- 
facturers. In the extremely improbable case 
that much of the currency issued under State 
bank authorizations would not be more or 
less of the wildcat order there must be some 
uncertainty in regard to notes offered far 
away from the State in which they were 
issued, and a part of this uncertainty would 
arise from the vastly increased difficulty of 
detecting counterfeits. The inevitable result 
must be that the currency issued in some of 
the States would be discriminated against in 
others. and this to an extent which, to put the 
case mildly, would be fatal to the realization 
of Mr. Carlisle’s idea of a currency uniform 
in value all over the United States, as are 
the national bank notes, which it is expected 
to displace in whole or in part by the State 
bank currency. 

Secretary Carlisle says: So long as the 
government continues the wnwise policy of 
keeping its own notes outstanding to circulate 
as currency and undertakes to provide for 
their redemption in coin on presentation it 
will be necessary to possess the means or the 
authority to secure them for meeting such 
emergencies as have recently occurred in our 
financial affairs. The necessity for such pro- 
vision is undoubted. But why should he call 
it ** unwise’ to keep. in circulation currency 
needing such provision for redemption? What 
right has he to use that word unwise in 
characterizing the policy by following which 
the government has avoided the annual pay- 
meut of interest on nearly 347 million dol- 
lars of debt represented by greenbacks for 
many years? If those greenbacks had been 
called in when specie payments were resumed 
the people would now have been paying inter- 
est on that large sum for the last fifteen years 
unless the debt had been lessened by extra 
taxation or the expenditures of the govern- 
ment curtailed. Was not the objectin keep- 
ing those greenbacks afloat similar to that for 
which the national banks issue circulating 
notes, and for which such of the State banks 
as were conducted honestly would igsue notes 
in case the 10 per cent tax were repealed? 

The recommendation that the Secretary of 
the Treasury be empowered to issue bonds if 
needed to maintain the currency at par is a 
wise one. But it ought not to have been be- 
fogged by the condition that such bonds shall 
be made redeemable in coin.“ That word 
was used correctly years ago, when the bull- 
ion value of ten silver dollars was sufficiently 
near to that of the gold eagle for all practical 
purposes. But to use it now would be a mean 
and pitiful evasion, the throwing of a sop to 
the silver extremists, and the inviting of. a 
suspicion that the administration was willing 
to keep open a way for partial repudiation in 
the future though not finding it convenient to 
advocate such a policy today. Why could 
not the Secretary of the Treasury summon up 
courage sufficient to recommend that what- 
ever bonds may be issued shall be made pay- 
able in gold, and that fact explicity stated on 
the face of each bond? Why did he fail to 
see that it may be found impossible-to sell 
„n bonds at par with gold after having 
obtained authority to do so? 


POSTMASTER HESING HAS SOME VIEWS. 

Mr. washington Hesing, Postmaster, mor- 
alizing o er the result of Tuesday's election, 
says that tle campaign— 

Became a battle of liberty, and the watchword 
was the trinity of liberty—personal liberty, lib- 
erty of birth, and liberty of conscience, three 
great cardinal principles in which certainly 
every human being with a spark of manhood is 
most intensely interested. 

The campaign did not become a battle for 
any of these three things because of anything 
Mayor Swift or the managers of his campaign 
or the Republican party did. By personal 
liberty,’ as Mr. Hesing understands it, is 
meant the right to keep saloons open Sunday, 
thus making it easier for those who wish to 
drink on that day to get their beer or what- 
ever other beverage they prefer. It is very 
well known that neither Mr. Swift nor the 
members of the convention which nominated 
him or the men who supported him had the 
least idea of shutting up the saloons. The 
first requisite of Sunday-closing is a Sunday- 
closing ordinance. It would not get one vote 
in a Council of sixty-eight members, 

As for Mr. Hopkins bemg a member of the 
Roman Catholic Church, that fact was first 
stated officially by a paper, the organ of a 
Roman Catholic charitable organization, 
which appealed for votes for Mr. Hopkins on 
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seeing that they had been deceived 
} grossly and feeling that the only way in which

he think it proper to ask for votes for a man 
because he is a Roman Catholic? If so he 
must. to be consistent, admit that it is proper 
to ask for votes for another man because he 
is a Protestant. The Republicans did not 
attack Mr. Hopkins because he was the one 
or vote for Mr. Swift because he was the other. 
They believed that religion was out of place 


in a political contest. The Democrats did, 


not. 

The third “ cardinal principle which Mr. 
Hesing says entered into the campaign was 
that of “liberty of birth.“ This means the 
right of a man to choose his birthplace. Mr. 


Hesing must have been thinking of postoffice 


matters and have had the excellent system of 
free delivery of mails in his head. The truth 


is there is no such thing as liberty of birth.“ 


No man tan select the country where he is to 
be born. He has no option whatever. Mr. 
Hesing was born in this country, not because 
he wished it to be so, but because he could 
not help it. It is perhaps an outrage on nat- 
ural liberty and the rights of man that a per- 
son should not be able to pick out his own 
birthplace and his own parents, but the pres- 
ent system, illogical and tyrannical though it 
may be, of not consulting a child’s wishes is 
established so tirmly that it is difficult to see 
how it can be uprooted. The election of 
Hopkins will not do it. 

It may be that Mr. Hesing means to say 
that Mr. Hopkins was opposed on the ground 
that he was of Irish birth or ancestry. Cer- 
tainly this was not done by Republicans, who, 
being intelligent, knew that Mr. Hopkins and 
his father before him were born in this coun- 
try, and who, being as free from native as 
from foreiga Know-Nothingism, are just as 
regdy to vote for a person of Irish birth or 
ancestry as for any other man. The judicial 
ticket elected by the Republicans a few weeks 
ago shows that they have no hostility to Irish- 
men. It may be that the Democrats tried to 
get votes for Mr, Hopkins on the ground that 
he had Irish blood in his veins. No Repub. 
licans opposed him for that reason. 

So much for Mr. Hesing’s “trinity of lib- 
erty.“ If any of his cardinal principles” 
got mixed up in the campaign the blame 
rests with his party and not with the Repub- 
licaus. 


TESTING THE APPORTIONMENT LAW. 

The Republican State Central committee 
has decided that it will test the constitution- 
ality of the Senatorial apportionment law 
passed last summer. That is right. There 
sre serious defects in that law which would 
justify the court in setting it aside. It is 
stated, however, that several members of the 
committee are in favor of postponing the 

mencement of the suit till May or June 
of next year because then the Supreme Court 
would not give a decision until September, 
and if it were to declare the law unconstitu- 
tional there would not be sufficient time be- 
tween then and the day of election for the 
convening of the Legislature in special ses- 
sion.“ 

This is the language of the newspaper re- 
port, but it doubtless fails to give correctly 
the idea of the members of the committee. 
What they have in mind is the fact that any 
aw which the Legislature might pass on the 
apportionment question after July 1 of next 
year would not go into force until July, 1895, 
unless it got a two-thirds vote of all the mem- 
bers elected. They reason no doubt that if 
the present law were declared unconstitution- 
alanda special session of the Legislature 
were called in August or September 
the Democrats would have to prepare a fair 
bill, because otherwise they could not get a 
two-thirds vote for it. Failing to get that 
vote the election next November would have 
to be held under the apportionment of 1880. 
If the Democrats tell the truth they . would 
dislike very much to fight for the Legislature 
pext year under that apportionment. 

If this is the plan of the committee then it 
is not impossible that the Democrats will 
meet it by beginning proceedings speedily to 
test the constitutionality of the law on their 
own account, so that if it is set aside by the 
court the Legislature can be called together 
in special session prior to July so that it will 
not be necessary to have a two-thirds vote for 
an emergency bill. 

It would have been better in some respects 
if the Republicans had begun a suit to test 
the constitutionality of the law some months 
ago. Then they would have had the manage- 
ment of the case in their own ͤ hands. If the 
court had set the law aside and the Legisla- 
ture had passed another equally objectionable, 
there would have been time to appeal to the 
court again and have it set aside also. This 
is what was done in Wisconsin. It may be 
that on reflection the Republican committee 
will begin its suit earlier than intended so as 
not to let the Democrats get in ahead of them 
witha less forcible attack on the objectionable 
law.

ALDERMEN AND FRANCHISES, 

There are before the Council now a num- 
ber of applications for elevated railroad 
franchises. Some of them cover the same 
territory. Where this is the case it cannot be 
expected that all will be successful. One will 
be taken and others will be left. It is not im 
possible that the one which comes out ahead 
will owe its victory to the fact that it is more 
generous than its rivals in relieving distress 
among the Aldermen. That has happened 
occasionally in the past. There is nothing to 
indicate that it may not happen in the future. 

There is a way, however, by which appli- 
cants for a franchise who do not like to buy it 
from needy members of the Council may 
block the game of more charitable compet- 
itors and prevert their getting the privilege 
which is sought for. That is by offering more 


to the city for the franchise than their rivals 


do. By pursuing that course they may not 
get the prize, but they can keep any one else 
from getting it. 

A year or so ago the Brooklyn Aldermen 
gave to one set of people for nothing the right 
to build a street railway on a certain street 
and refused to give it to another set who of- 
fered 880,000 for the privilege. A property- 
owner applied to the courts to set aside the 
franchise on the ground that it was illegal 
and fraudulent, the fraud lying in the fact that 
the city had been deprived of $30,000 which 
it ought to have had. The Supreme Court has 
just decided in fa vor of the petitioner. It says: 


Plainly it was a case of malfeasance, and, 
judged by the motives which actuate men, the in- 
ference is easily drawn that the action was col- 
lusive. If the object was not to favor the de- 


the New York court has done. It already has 
decided to that effect. Many years ago when 
a part of the Reform School property was sold 
by the County Buard to a lower bidder the 
court set that sale aside because it was a fraud 
upon the county. It would set aside tomor- 
row a franchise which had been given for 
nothing when an unsuccessful competitor had 
offered more for it. 

Why cannot some one of the many petition- 
ers for an elevated or a street railroad fran- 
chise take a hint from this decision of the 
New York court and ‘fortify himseif by prom- 
ising to give more to the city than his rivals? 
Why not offer to pay into the city treasury 
that which under the old system he would 
have to pay to poverty-stricken Aldermen? Is 
not it worth the while of some one to try this 
novel experiment? 


THE WORTHY AND THE UNWORTHY. 

During this week the advertisement of a 
person who wished to employ about forty 
men was answered by overa thousand men 
and boys. The applicants were old and 
young, married and unmarried. Some of 
them were clerks, some mechanics, and some 
laborers. The wages offered were decidedly 
less than those which most of the seekers for 
employment had been in the habit of receiv- 
ing when at work, but they made no objections 
on that score. As there seemed no present 
chance of getting Republican wages, they 
were willing to accept wages in accordance 
with the lower Democratic standard rather 
than do nothing. 

Such incidents as this | are good evidence of 
the distress among those who have been in 
the habit of working, who want to work, but 
who can find nothing to do. 
and their numbers are increasing daily. Men 
who have been in the habit of paying their 
debts are carried for a time by landlords, 
grocers, and butchers. Finally the burden 
becomes too heavy for them. They refuse 
further credit and then the wage-worker is 
turned out on the street. 

On the other hand, the city is full of men 
who are asking for relief but who are not en- 
titled to it. An examination of the pockets 
of one of the applicants for a free meal and 
bed showed that he had $8.75, a revolver, and 
a pair of steel knuckles. Quite a number of 
the persons who are given free lodgings have 
small sums of money. Under ordinary cir- 
cumstances most of them would go to a 10. 
cent lodgng-house. If they can get beds for 
nothing, however, they will not pay for them. 
It is not surprising therefore that these houses 
are not doing as good a business as might be 
ex pected. 

So the problem is: How are the sheep to 
be separated from the goats? The only plan 
is that of the Central Relief committee to in- 
sist on work as an equivalent for food where 
the applicant is able to work. If he is not 
then the rule does not apply. That rule is to 
be enforced from this time on by the Central 
Relief Association and all other organiations 
coéperating with it, which are running soup- 
kitchens and shelter houses. Any man who 
will do a specified amount of work on the 
streets under the direction of the proper au- 
thorities will be given tickets which will en- 
title him to breakfast, supper, and bed, The 
Executive committee of the association an- 
nounces that this plan is the result of the ex- 
perience of its own members as weil as the 
general experience everywhere, It has been 


proved that the giving of food and shelter 


with no equivalent is not the best way of help- 
ing the poor at a time like this, and it is a 
question whether it is not injurious to the best 
interests of laboring-men who are out of 
work. Therefore all pérsons or organiza- 
tions thinking of opening free soup or shel- 
ter houses are asked to consult with the com- 
mittee before doing so. They ought to ac- 
cept the invitation. It is well that 
this rule of no work, no aid 
is to be’ enforced, because every 
mouthful of food bestowed on some one who 
is undeserving is so much taken from one who 
ie deserving. There is not enough for both. 

It is stated that the rush of tramps to this 
city has been checked by the announcement 
that those who would nct work should not be 
given food. While the movement of the 
tramp population in this direction may have 
been checked it has not ceased. The police are 
doing what they can to keep these customers 
from coming here, but they cannot accomplish 
much, The tramps will continue to come. The 
men already here who would rather be idle than 
work, provided their wants are satisfied, will 
turn up punctually at those places where the 
needy are fed. In many cases the police with 
their greater experience will be able to pick 
out some who are undeserving of assistance, 
but the safest test is the performance by the 
applicant of the work, poor and hard though 
it may be, that he is called on to do in return 
for his shelter and food. 


Tun pension weiter: of the administration 
was censured in the House the other day 
most unmistakably. That policy was to 
withhold the payment of an old soldier’s pen- 
sion first, and then proceed to investigate to 
find out whether it ought to be taken away 
from him. The assumption was that a man 
against whom charges. were brought of being 
on the pension rolls improperly was guilty 
until proved to be innocent. The House has 
condemned this peculiar practice. Provision 
was made in the urgent deficiency bill for an 
appropriation of $200,000 to pay thevex- 
penses of special pension examiners. An In- 
diana Democrat offered a proviso to the ef- 
fect that a pension shall be held to be a vested 
right— 
to that extent that a payment thereof shall not 
be withheld or suspended until after due notice 
to the grantee of not less than thirty days the 
Commissioner of Pensions after hearing all the 
evidence shall decide to annul, vacate, modify, 
or set aside the decision upon which pension was 
granted. Such notice to grantee mast contain a 
full and true statement of any charges or allega- 
tions upon which such decision granting such 


pension shall be sought to be in any manner dis- 
turbed or modified. 


This was agreed to by a vote of 104 to 45. 
The Hoke Smith way of doing business had 
only 45 friends in a Democratic House. The 
Senate will concur in the amendment and in 
the censure, and the Pension Bureau no 
longer will deprive men of their pensions on 
the strength of mere suspicions that they are 
not entitled to them. They must be notified 
of the charges against them, be given a 
chance to disprove them, and must be paid 
their pensions till it is proved that they are 
not deserving of them. 


Tun great heart of Congressman-at-large 
Black is filled with joy at the result of the 
Chicago election, with its 1,400 majority for 
Hopkins on the face of the returns.

PUBLISH COMPROMISING PAPERS, 


Bank Scandals Cause a Row in the Italian 

a Chamber-A Duel Probable. 

Roux, Dec. 21.—The Chamber of Deputies 
today debated the question whether the docu- 
ments ot the committee of seven which ex- 
amined into the bank scandals should be pub- 
lished. The adherents of ex-Prime Minister 
Giolitti, in the hope of compromising in the 
scandal some of his opponents, demanded 
that all the documents be published. 

Baron Nicotera, a former Minister of the 
Interior, protested. The documents of the 
committee, he said, if destined to publication 
would inflict heavier blows upon Sig. Giolitti 
than he had hitherto received. 

A motion of ex-Prime Minister di Rudini 
to exclude from publication ail documents of 
a strictly private character was carried by a 
smail majority. The other documents were 
ordered published. 

The papers that will be made public include 
depositions and letters affecting men promi- 
nent in political life, and their publication is 
certain to rouse the keenest polemics. 

During the temporary absence of Sig. 
Giolitti from the chamber Sig. Cavalotti, the 
Radical leader, made an attack on him. 
Count Luigi Ferrari, Minister of Posts and 
Telegraphs, sprang from his seat, and, turn- 
ing on Sig. Cavalotti, exclaimed: ‘You are 
a defamor.“ This brought forth an exchange 
of personalities. Sig. Cavalotti shouted in 
reply to the Minister, waving his arm to in- 
clude the whole Cabinet: You marionettes! 
You betrayed the Radical party for your 
miserable posts. The exchauge of words be- 
came bitter, and insults were freely indulged 
in. It is probable the affair will result in a 
duel between Minister Ferrari and Sig. Ca va- 
lotti.

EXPOSES HUMBERT TO ATTACKS. 


Opposition Deputies in Italy Will Make 
Use of Gen. Ricotti’s Letter. 

Roux, Dec. 21.—All the opposition news- 
papers are tnaking much of the letter pub- 
lished by Gen. Ricotti in the Opinione to ex- 
plain his reasons for declining to be Minister 
of War in the present Cabinet. After he had 
been invited by Premier Crispi Gen. Ricotti 
said to state his views on the question 
of economy in the army he had 
tried to convince Crispi that to balance 
the budget a eaving of 20,000,000 
fire in army and navy would be necessary, be- 
sides a reduction of 40,000,000 lire in the 
expenses of other departments. In discussing 
the military budget he had informed Crispi 
it would be possible to save 10,000,000 or 
15,000.000 lire in the present estimates 
without altering the actual strength of the 
army, provided the military organization was 
changed so as to be in harmony with a new 
program of expenditures. It had been im- 
possible to reach an understanding with 
Crispi as to the ‘details of modifying the 
ariny’s organization, as the Premier appar- 
ently had regarded every proposal as 
calculated to reduce the country’s 
military strength. This letter will be the 
basis of the attack upon the ministry’s finan- 
cial program, but inasmuch asit is an open 
state secret that the King will not accept the 
reduction of the army to ten corps, aud as 
good administrators are prepared to effect 
economy of 15,000,000 lire without the re- 
duction, the opposition on this line simply ex- 
poses the King to political attacks without 
valid reason. Neither Rudini nor Giolitti 
proposed the reduction when they were in 
office. Therefore any attack they might make 
on Crispi on this account would be sheer 


hypocrisy. 
ITALY TO ISSUE A BIG LUAN, 


Millions of Lire to Be Used in Providing 
Arms for the Army. 

Rome, Dec. 21.—The government will issue 
a loan of 125,000,000 lire to provide for the 
manufacture of arms for the army. The con- 
tracts will cover a period of three years. They 
will be placed partly with private firms 
abroad. The financial projects of the govern- 
ment are sure to include alcohol and petro- 
leum monopolies. 


MONSON TRIAL NEARING AN END. 


Testimony in Favor of the Defendant= 
Presecution Asks for Conviction. 

Eprxsure, Dec. 21.—At the trial today of 
Monson Manager Andre of the Clyde Mulls 
company, the sole manufacturers of amberite, 
testified that an amberite cartridge fired from 
a distance of six inches would not cause 
singeing. Being an expert in the use of fire- 
arms he gave it as his opinion that Lieut. 
Hambrough had met his death by stumbling 
and dropping his gun. The weapon had been 
discharged when it fell to the ground. A per- 
son falling instinctively raises his head, and 
this fact accounted for the horizontal wound 
in the dead man’s head. 

Mr. Day, agent for a firm of gunmakers, 
testified that he had been shooting with Lieut. 
Hambrough and had frequently remarked the 
careless way in which he held his gun. 

Mr. Donald. a boat builder, said on several 
occasions he had had to check Lieut. Ham- 
brough’s actions when in a boat, fearing he 
would capsize it. ‘The payment for the yacht 
bought of him by Monson had not been set- 
tled. 

Col. Tiltard testified to an accident in 1871. 
when he was snipe shooting. His gun had 
accidentally been discharged while he was 
walking on slippery roads and part of its con- 
tents hit him in the head and ear, rendering 
him unconscious. When he recovered he 
found both barrels of his gun had been dis- 
charged. 

As soon as the defense announced its evi- 
dence was all in Alexander Asher, Solicitor. 
General. addressed the jury in behalf of the 
prosecution. He asked the jury to find a ver- 
dict of guilty on both cherges of the indict- 
ment. 


' INTENT ON DRIVING OUT CArRIVI. 


Agrarians Attack the Chancellor Till He 
Complains to the Emperor. 

Buntax, Dec. 21.—The increasingly re- 
bellious attitude of many Conservative offi- 
cials of agrarian tendencies has been 
especially notable in the last few 
days. They apparently are intent upon 
overthrowing Chancellor von Caprivi. Count 
Eulenburg, Prussian Premier, excited much 
criticism on account of his indifference to the 
disaffection of the Prussian officials in the 
rural districts. The Chancellor has felt keen- 
ly the attacks made upon him, and has com- 
plained of them to the Emperor in a special 
audience. The virulence of the newspaper 
tirades against the Chancellor surpasses any- 
thing printed in recent years. Many of them 
border upon treason. Not the commercial 
treaties alone, but his whole policy has been 
vilified without stint.

AMERICAN SHIPS AT RIO JANEIRO 
CANNOT BE PROTEOTED. 


Secretary Herbert Decides He Has No 
Authority to Instruct Capt. Picking to 
Support Merchant Vessels in Landing 


Be at Their Own RiskeAdmiral Stan- 
ton Is Restored to Duty in Command of 
the North Atlantic Squadron. 


Wasuinetonr, D. C., Dec, 21.—Acabl 
sage from eight commanders of American mer- 
chantmen in the harbor of. Rio Janeiro, pro- 
testing against alleged interference with their 
rights by the insurgents, was received by Sec- 
retary Gresham and by him sent to Secretary 
Herbert, as it concerned the authority 
of the war veasels of the United States. The 
merchantmen contend that they were pre- 
vented by the constant firing between the in- 
surgent and government forces from landing 
their cargoes at the custom-house, although 
the reigning government had given them per- 
mission todoso. And they asked that the 
commanders of the American cruisers be in- 
structed to see they were not debarred from 
this privilege. 

Secretary Herbert has decided he has no 
authority to instruct Capt. Picking in the 
premises, and that attempts to land cargoes 
from American ships by ineans of lighters or 
otherwise must be made at the risk of the 
commanders, notwithstanding that these 
privileges are ses for British and German 
vessels. 

The gunboat Bennington of the European 
squadagon, which it has been said might be 
ordered to Rio, arrived at Villefranche yes- 
terday. 

LiverPoon, Dec. 21.—Advices from Brazil 
are that Abraham and Solomon Benchimol, 
steamship owners of Rio Janeiro, who were 
formerly traders in Liverpool and Manches- 
ter, have been arrested in Rio Janeiro and 
sentenced to be shot for allowing their steam- 
ers to carry insurgents as passengers. The 
execution of the sentence has been delayed in 
consequence of the condemned men appeal-

STANTON IS RESTORED TO DUTY. 


Secretary Herbert Gives Him the Command 
of the North Atlantic Squadron, 
Wasuuverton, D. C., Dec. 21.—The case of 
Commodore ©. F. Stanton was disposed of 
today by his restoration to duty, but in taking 
this action Secretary Herbert disapproves of 
the Commodore’s blunder in saluting the In- 


surgent Admiral Melfo in the harbor of 
Rio Janeiro Oct. 20 last. Commodore 
Stanton is assigned to the command 


of the North Atlantic or home station, with 
the rank of Acting Rear-Admiral. This is or- 
dinarily considered the best active assign- 
ment under the Navy Department, but at 
present the only vessel attached to it is the 
old Kearsarge, which started yesterday from 
New York to San Domingo. The cruiser New 
York is nominally attached to the North At- 
lantic Station, but is under orders for sea and 
is likely to sail for Brazil within a week. 

With the letter containing his disposal of 
the case Secretary Herbert this afternoon 
gave out copies of telegrams, letters, and re- 
ports relating to Commodore Stanton’s ac- 
tion. The fact is shown that the Brazilian 
government called attention to the saluting of 
Mello in a dispatch cabled to the Brazilian 
Minister in Washington. The Brazilian 
Minister of the Interior, who sent 
the message, desired to know whether Com- 
modore Stanton’s action in saluting the insur- 
gent commander and his failure to visit the 
Minister of the Navy and the Adjutant-Gener- 
al were regular. Secretary Herbert called on 
the Commodore foran explanation, and the 
answer resulted in Commodore Stanton’s 
summary detachment. The reasons of the 
Commodore for firing the salute are more 
fully given in his official report of the occur- 
rence addressed to Secretary Herbert and 
dated Washington, D. C., Dec. 6, 1893. The 
report follows: 

1. lL respectfully state that my reason for sa- 
luting the Brazilian flag flying aboard the Aquid- 
aban Oct. 20, when the United States flagship 
Newark arrived at Rio de Janeiro, was that I 
thought it my duty to completa the salutes usual - 
ly fired in honor of a nation on arriving at one of 
its ports. 

2. I regarded the Aquidaban as a Brazilian man- 
of-war, the flagship of a Brazilian Admiral. 
Capt. Terry of the Newark thought it better not 
to salute, but after consideration it still seemed 
to me right to do so. I did not intend the salute 
as in any way recognizing the right of revolt, but 
only as an honor to the flag of the nation the ves- 
sel bore, and in the belief that whatever the out- 
come of the contest between the parties might 
be the ship would still belong to the Brazilian 
Nation, 
8. I regarded the situation of affairs as in a de- 
gree similar to that of the late war in Chile, for 
the reason that the Brazilian navy and some, at 
least, of the members of the Brazilian National 
Legislature had joined in the revolt. and my im- 
pression was that foreign ships of war arriving in 
the Chilean waters had continued the usual 
honors to the Chilean warships. 

4. When Capt. Picking of the Charleston came 
aboard he told me that be had saluted, but that 
it was before President Peixoto had decla the 
revolted forces traitors and rebels. I did not 
fully appreciate the importance of this informa- 
tion, in view of the graver matter, he had to 
communicate, which made it necessary for 
me to decide whether I should join in an agree- 
ment made by the commanding officers of the 
foreign warships (except the German) to prevent 
by force the bombardment of the city. This 
seemed to me such an active intervention in for- 
eign affairs that Icould not but regard it as of 
serious importance. 

5. There were also details concerning the part 
I bad eto take in the discharge of cargo belong- 
ing to American citizens, which tended to turn 
caro farther consideration of the salute | 
—

tion, the Admiral says: 

I did not, during the discussion, read article 
115. United States navy regulations, which pro 
vides that no salute shali be fired in honor of 
any nation not formally recognized by the Gov- 
ernment of the United States, but I had previous- 
ly, and before firing the salute, read 
said article 115 of the navy regulations. 
I respectfully submit that this regulation does 
not apph to this caso, as the Government of 
Brazil was recognized by the Government of the 
United States. Had the revolting forces adopted 
another flag than that of Brazil the situation 
would have beon entirely different and much 
easier of solution. 

In his letter restoring Commodore Stanton 
to duty, Secretary Herbert reviews the case 
and calls attention to various discrepancies 
in statements by the detached officer. The 
Secretary says ho cannot conceive how Com- 
modore Stanton regarded the Aquidaban as a 
Brazilian man-of-war, and Mello, a Brazil- 
ian Admiral, when ‘before he left the United 
States he understood. as stated in 
his letter of Dec. 7 that Mello was in revolt. 
Secretary Herbert also says there seems to be 
some difference between the recollection of 
Commodore Stanion and that of Capt. Pick- 
ing of what occurred between them prior to 
the salute and notes that Capt. Picking said 
he tried to induce the Commodore not to 


that the Captain gave this advice. The Secre- 
tary says: 

Thus it appears, first, that you knew before you 
left the United States that Mello was in revolt 
against his government; second, that Capt. 
Terry, captain of your flagship, advised you not 
to salute him; third, that Capt. Picking, who 
had been in command for some time before you 
reached the harbor of Rio, and who was ac- 
quainted with the situation, also advised you not 
to salute: fourth, that you had been informed 
that President Peixoto had declared the re- 
volted forces traitors and rebela. 

The department thinks you committed a grave 
error of judgment, and that the facts and 
circumstances surrounding you at the time were 
sufficieat to have warned you against it. Your 
government had not recognized nor authorized 
you to recognize Admiral Mello and his forces as 
entitled to belligerent rights. It does not alter 
the case that when you called on him and when 
he returned the call, ho was dressed in the uni- 
form of a Brazilian Rear Admiral.“ Although 
wearing that uniform you knew that he was 
not wearing it in the service of his 
government. A course of reasoning which holds 

a government ora flag gives status to an 
officer in spite of whatever he and his govern- 
ment may do, is evidently not sound. Your 
salute was given to Admiral Mello within sight 
and hearing of the people of the capital of 
Brazil and it naturally tended to encourage his 
supporters as well as to offend the supporters of 
the government. 

After noting the refefence of Commodore 
Stanton that Commodore McCann had salut- 
ed a Chilean Commodore in revolt Secretary 
Herbert says the matter was never brought to 
the attention of the department, and con- 
cludes as follows: 

The department has never for a moment con- 
sidered you were intentionally guilty of wrong in 
this matter, but only that you committed a grave 
error of judgment. For this reason, and to sat- 
isfy the authorities of Brazil who were offended 
at your action, you were detached from your 
command. The department now feeling assured 
that no further action will be necessary to pre- 
vent the recurrence of such errors, will as soon 
as practicable restore you to command. The 
San Francisco being recently nearer to -the seat 
of trouble in South America than any other ship, 
was ordered there with Admiral Benham, Com- 
mander of the North Atiaptic Station, on board. 
This made it necessary to put Admiral Benham, 
who will be ranking officer when he arrives in 
South American waters, temporarily in com- 
mand of the South Atlantic station. You will at 
once be put in charge of the Atlantic station, 
and when it is convenient for the San Francisco 
to return to North American waters you will be 
transferred to che station from which you were 
detached, 


SIAMESE TROUBLE NOT SETTLED. 


Great Britain Holds Three Warships in 
Readiness te Sail for Bangkok. 

Vancouver, B. C., Dec. 21.—The Canadian 
Pacific steamer Empress of India from Japan 
and China brings the following advices: 

According to the China Mail the trouble bo- 
tween France and Siam is not over, the British 
warships Severn, Archer, and Pigmy being under 
orders to proceed for Bangkok immediately.

Kingston, Jamaica, Dec. 21.—Intelligence 
received here from San Domingo is to the ef- 
fect that an uprising against President Ulisses 
Heureaux is expected soon. A short time 
ago President Heureaux caused the arrest of 
one of his Generals, who he suspected was 
plotting against him, and ordered him to be 
shot. Not content with the execution of the 
General, the President caused all the mem- 
bers of the General’s immediate family to be 
also shot. The affair caused deep indignation 
among the friends and relatives of the Gen- 
eral, and they determined to seek revenge. 
They have been materially aided, it is said, by 
Haytian agents, and it is probable a deter- 
mined attempt will be made to drive Presi- 
dent Heureaux from power. The party op- 
posing him is reported to be a strong one, and 

severe fighting is shortly expected.

Many Public Men Gather at the Union 
League Club- The Occasion Entirely of 
a Social Nature, Partisan Politics Being 
Carefully Avoided- riet Speeches by 
Gen. Harrison, Whitelaw Reid, Ex-Post- 
master-General Wanamaker, Ex-Senator 
Edmunds, and Gov.

The club sent out over 1,500 invitations to 
prominent men of the country. The recep- 
tion to Gen. Harrison was to begin at 8 
o'clock, but an hour before that time the cor- 
ridors leading from the main door of the 
club from which the ex- President was to enter 
was thronged with members of the club and 
invited guests. Precisely at 8 o'clock the 
band of the First Regiment marched into the 
hall at the head of the column that was escort- 
ing Gen. Harrison. Behind the band as a 
guard of honor marched the veteran corps of 
the First Regiment, and a storm of applause 
broke forth as the familiar figure of Gen. 


Harrison appeared leaning on the arm 
of John Russell Young, President 
of the league. As he passed 
through the two lines of applaud- 


ing men Gen. Harrison smiled and bowed 
his acknowledgments of the greeting. Be- 
hind the ex-President came Whitelaw Reid. 
Still further behind were ex-Postmaster- 
General Wanamaker and a number of in- 
vited guests. After removing their coats Gen. 
Harrison, President Young, Mr. Reid, ex- 


Postmaster-General Wanamaker and the 
members of the invitation com- 
mittee of the club took their stand 


in one of the parlors of the club-house 
and then for an hour and a half a constant 
stream of men filed by and paid their re- 
spects. At 9:30 everyone adjourned to the 
banqueting hall, where a light ‘collation was 
served. The more aotable guests were ac- 
commodated with seats at a long table. 
President Young occupied the center of the 
table, and upon his right Gen. Harrison and 
upon his left was Mr. Reid. Gov. Pattison 
sat upon Gen. Harrison’s rignt, and ex-Sena-

Conduct of MemberseLarge Attendance 
Caused by the Fact That It Is Ladies’ 
NighteOther Speakers. 

The Sunset club never had a livelier meet- 
ing than that of last night. It was ladies’ 
night and 350 women, with that number 
more of members, crowded the big dining- 
room of the Grand Pacific, and the overflow 
of tables extended into the adjacent corridor. 
After dinner Secretary Underwood intro- 
duced Arthur T. Eddy as Chairman of the 
evening, who announced the topic: ‘* What 
Shall We Do With Our Unemployed?” He 
said the problem was impossible of solution 
until society has reached that condition where 
it can answer the question of what to do for 
its unemployed. At the present time giving 
them work was a temporary solution. 

Prof. Charles R. Henderson advocated a 
civic federation as the complete method of 
dealing with the subject. 

Editor W. T. Stead described Chicago as 
having the features of an old man on the body 
ofachild. Many of its evils Europe was un- 
acquainted with, a sentiment that was rebuked 
ty a chorus of nos. 

‘* T am glad you have so good an opinion of 
yourself, retorted Mr. Stead. ‘‘I ask you 


| to pointto a European city that was ever 


humiliated and degraded by being compelled 
to turn its City Hall into a common lodging- 
house. He answered the question of the 
evening by saying give them work.” 
You need a new  postoffice and 
police stations, and club houses in every ward 
where your people can go without being sent 
into the 7,000 saloons in the city. Here was 
work for the unemployed. He declared that 
hungry men would commit crime, for it was 
natural for them to do so. and he hoped that 
O hicago would be spared the torch and the 
assassin’s bullet, for such acts would destroy 
its credit and proud standing in the commerce 
of the world. 

Harry Skull excitedly rose to his feet and 
insisted that Mr. Stead sit down. Chairman 
Eddy declared that the speaker must be 
treated with tolerance and ordered Mr. Skull 
to take his seat, which he did amid a storm of 
disapproving hisses. Someone then moved 
to extend Mr. Stead’s time, but he 
replied that he would comply with 
the rules when his time was up and 
thus set the example of law and order. 
His ss words brougat strong and 
long continued applause: If you wereto 
put on the clothes of the poor of Chicago, go 

own into their tenement houses, live as they 
live during this Christinas time, feel the pangs 
of hunger as they feel them, and

Chairman Eddy in the name of the club 
apoligized to Mr. Stead for the intolerence 
exhibited by some of its members. 

Joseph E. David declared there was no one 
who would give employment toa discharged 
criminal. alf a dozen people shouted ** No”’ 
to him, and Mr. David retorted by asking the 
address of anyone who wouid furnish 
such people with employment and volun- 
teered to send a half dozen around to them 
in the morning. 

W. R. Sterling denounced the chattel mort. 
gage sharks who were taking advantage of 
the present time, and advocated street clean- 
ing with the funds of the relief committee. 

Austin W. Wright said the unemployed did 
not want aid, but wanted society totake its 
hands off them. Repeal the legal fetters that 
limited the individual and everybody would 
become self-supporting. 

Mrs. J. C. Sterling discouraged insulting the 
needy with cold charity and insisted that sym- 
pathy and love with personal contact would 
solve the problem. 

Florence Kelly, factory inspector, said: “I 
would only say to yuu what some tried to say, 
but you wouldn’t hear them, because you 
don’t want to hear the plain truths about these 
things. In response to continued applause 
she responded by giving a portrayal of the 
sweat-shops. 

Dr. Sarah Hackett Stevenson spoke of the 
work that women were doing in helping the 
unemployed of their own sex, and made a 
plea to women present to give their personal 
efforts to the alleviation of the suffermg in 
their own vicinity. 

Miss Jane Addams of Hull House was the 
last speaker. She reviewed the work being 
done by that institution, and in describing the 
condition of the poor said that the most 
touching thing was the mental suffering of 
the honest men and women who were com- 
pelled to enforced idleness and to receive the 
charity of the public. She, too, emphasized 
the necessity of distributing the relief funds 
by putting the men to work on public im- 
provements.

George H. Painter’s attorneys are gather- 
ing evidence which they claim may prove that 
Dick Edwards, the Denison, Tex., convict, 
is the slayer of Alice Martin. 

Edward H. Hamilton of No. 85 South 
Green street, came to Attorney Blackburn’s 
office two days ago and said he knew some 
things which may help to clear Mr. 
Painter of the murder. Mr. Hamilton 
has lived fourteen years in this city. 
He said he was personally acquainted with 
Painter. He had also frequently met a man 
who calied himself Dick Edwards, before the 
murder of Alice Martin. Edwards in many 
particulars resembled Painter. He had not 
seen Edwards since May 16, 1891, the night 
before the murder.

An affidavit has also been secured from 
Henry Snider, a coal dealer at No. 387 West 
Polk street.

OLD RACINE AGAIN TO THE FORE, 


He Wins the Quinlan Handicap at San 
Francisco in Fine Style. 

San Francisco, Cal., Dec. 21.—[Special. ]—Oid 
Racine carried 125 pounds and his game leg to 
victory in the Quinlan Handicap, one mile and 
an eighth, today. The stake was worth $1,450.

WAGES CUT BY TARIFF AGITATION, 


Niagara Paper Millis Forced to Reduce the 
Pay of Employes, 

Lockport, N. I., Dez. 21.—[Special.]— 
Willis Howes, President of the Niagara Paper 
Mills, and a delegate to the Minneapolis con- 
vention, has issued a circular to employés, 
stating that owmg to the financial depression 
caused by unfavorable tariff legislation now 
before Congress the company is compelled to 
reduce wages. When business resumes its 
normal conditions, the document says, the 
present wages will be restored. Mr. Howes 
says: Under the McKinley bill our wages 
were increased 15 per cent, yet paper sold for 
10 per cent less, because business being 
better, our tonnage was very greatly 
increased, We are obliged to cut 
our scale of wages now not because 
the Wilson bill affects our business directly, 
but because other protected manufacturers 
have shut down. hence making little require- 
ment for paper.“ Four out of the five shirt 
manufacturers, employing 500 ople, fear- 
ing the Wilson bill if enacted will close their 
shops, have circulated petitions remonstrating 
against its passage. 

Pirrasure, Pu., Dee, 21. —Today the coal 
operators in the fourth pool of the Mononga- 
hela River advanced the mining rate to two 
cents per bushel. This rate is on the basis of 
2 cents per bushel, or 65 cents per ton, at 
all other mines in the district. The conven- 
tion of minersin Pittsburg tomorrow will be 
the largest ever held in this district. The 
delegates will assemble with the one idea in 
mind of establishing a uniform rate in the 
district. It is expected that tomorrow's con- 
vention will terminate the wage disputes in 
the Pittsburg district.

FOR T. M, C. A. MILITARY: ORGANIZATION. 


Plans for the Formation of a Battalion and 
Obstacles in the Way. 

Chicago may soon havea new and unique 
military organization. The central depart- 
ment of the Young Men’s Christian Associa- 
tion is considering the feasibility of organiz- 
ing a military battalion as a feature of its 
physical exercise course. George W. Ehler, 
the physical director of the association, yes- 
terday said: 

We mean to introduce this feature if pos- 
sible. as we have been importuned by our 
members to do so. Our new building does 
not contemplate such a thing. We have a 
fine gymnasium, where the manual of 
arms could be taught, and where perhaps one 
company could drill. But if we had an or- 
ganization it would have to bea battalion. I 
think the association would be unlikely to go 
outside of its building to do its work. 

It such an organization should be formed 
I could not now tell under what conditions. 
It would be uniformed and armed, of course 
but how and at what cost and whose cost i 
cannot tell. It would not belong to the IIli- 
nois National Guard lam sure. The rumor 
that an officer’ in the Pennsylvania 
Military College at Chester had been 
engaged to instruct and drill it is 
entirely incorrect. We are working on the 
idea as hard as we can, and will have the mil- 
en corps if possible, because we are thor-

GRAND JURY. AT INDIANAPOLIS N. 
pio THE HAUGHEYS. 


Besides the Father and Son Billa Are Re- 
turned Against Five OtherseEx-Con- 
gresesman Peirce and Cashier Rexford 
Are Among Those Who Will Have to 
Answer the Charge of Wrecking the 
Indianapolis National Bank—Embezzle- 
ment Reaches Nearly a Million. 


Inpianapo.is, Ind., Dec. 21.—[{Special.]— 
After forty-three days of weary investigation 
by the Federal grand jury indictments were 
turned into court this afternoon against the 
following:

Warrants for 
Pierce and Rexford were issued at once, and 
officers arrested the former at his office and 
the latter at the Merchants’ National Bank 
within an hour after the grand jury had re- 
The men were taken to the 
United States Clerk’s office and gave 
$5,000 bonds, R. B. F. Pierce’s bond was 
signed by John S8. Lazarus, and that of 
Cashier Rexford by Volney T. Malott, U. S. 
Byram, James H. Failey, and Otto N. Frenzel. 
The indictments, with the exception of the 
one against E. E. Rexford, were no surprise 
to the community. They had been clearly 
foreshadowed by the evidence given the grand 
jury. Cashier Rexford had n connected 
with the bank but two years, and although he 
admitted signing the false quarterly reports to 
the Controller, it was shown that he had no 
knowledge of the fraudulent transactions of 
who for years took 
on 8 the making out of all 
reports, coping the bank employés in 
— A. 0 e facts. The indietments 
against the Haugheys and Coffins are based 
on char rges along the line of those made in the 
original complaint, which resulted in their 
arrest, 

Embezzlement of a Million. 

The important feature of the charges is 
the embezzlement of nearly $1,000,000 
from the Indianapolis National Bank and con- 
piracy to defraud. In the indictment of 

eodore 2 there are 168 counts, any 
one of whic proved is sufficient to give a 
penitentiary sentence of from three to 
ten years. The Haughey indictments 
cover nearly 700 pages, there being 
1,040 pages in the entire batch, 
containing 260,000 words. The special find- 
ings 5 gore Theodore Haughey show a condi- 
tion of rottenness extending back for years, 
during all of which time the reports to the 
Controller were falsified and the books of the 
bank altered to deceive the bank examiner at 
his periodical visits. The evidence given the 
— jury was largely the work of Ex 

xyes, As instances of the manner in w — 
Haughey made false reports, it is cited 
in December, 1800, his report claims thas 
there was $104,000 in the Chase National 
Bank of New. York to the credit of the 
Indianapolis National, when all it had there 
was $19,000. In December, 1891, Haughey 
reported $130,000 . legal tender notes, 
when the bank had only $13,175. By swell- 
ing its assets in this style in each quarterly 
report, and making false entries in his books 
to correspond, Haughey is charged with keep- 

ing the Treasury Department in ignorance of 

the true condition of the bank for years. 
Cashier Rexford, by virtue of his office, was 
compelled to sign and swear to the truth of 
the report, and hence he is indicted as an ac- 
complice of Haughey. 

R. B. F. Peirce, the only director of five in- 
dicted, was on the Accounting committee of 


the bank. While Haughey was able to im- 


on the other directors it is certified that 

% could not so impose on Peitee, since the 
latter had been a borrower trom the bank to 
an extent beyond legal limit and must, there- 
fore, have been cognizant of the irregulari- 
ties, at least insofar as they related to his own 
dealings. His recent settlement for a portion 


‘of his debts to the bank in no way relieves 


him of onus for his action as director and bor- 
rower. Schuyler C. Haughey, son of the 
President, together with the two Coffins and 
A. 8. Reed, President, Vice-President, and 
Treasurer respectively of the Indianapolis 
Cabinet company, are all four charged with 
couspiracy to defraud and with abetting Pres- 
ident Haughey’s embezzlement. The expos- 
ure of the rotten affairs of this bank was 
made in Tue Trireuns Aug. 7, and at that time 
it was shown that Schuyler Haughey with 
his brother, Lew Haughey, now a resident of 
Chicago, had got their father in risky ven- 
tures in the — te is glue works and the 
Indianapolis curied hair works that made a 
$390,000 hole in the bank vaults, No secur- 
ity beyond the unindorsed and worthless 
notes of the penniless boys was taken for the 
thirteen loans of $30,000 which Haughey 
n his sons to make.

Big Loans to the Coffins, 


The Coffins were shown to have been as well 
favored at the bank as were Haughey’s sons. 
They first secured $90,000 from the bank on 
three loans of $30,000 in their own name 
and that of the cabinet company. This was 
$60,000 more than the law permitted the 
bank to loan to any one institution. To fur- 
ther drain the bank the Coffins then hit 
on the scheme of establishing branches 
of the works and borrowing $30,000 
in the name of each branch. No less than 
eight of these makeshift concerns were set up 
under different names at Chicago, Indianapo- 
lis, Richmond, Boston, and London, Eng. 
The Coffins personally made a loan in the 
name of each until their indebtedness to the 
bank reached $320,000. 

R. B. F. Peirce borrowed from the bank 
ovér $80,000, and President Haughey him- 
self ts charged with the use of nearly $200,- 
000, a great amount of which is represented 
by dead paper that has been lying in the bank 
ten years and more. 

The grand jury today also returned four in- 
dictments in the Vincennes National Bank 
case, and capiases have been issued on the 
same. This bank failed a year ago. Two 
months before the failure its President, one 
of the best known men in Southern Indiana, 
Wilson M. Tyler, committed suicide at Vin- 
cennes, shooting himself on the grave of his 
daughter, recently dead. This led to an in- 
vestigation, which showed much the same 
condition ds has existed in the Indianapolis 
National, only on a smaller scale.
